OW much more effective the 
downstairs portion of many 
small two-story homes would 


be if, as Miss P. suggests, the two 
main rooms were planned to “melt into 
each other.” With no obvious change 
from living room to dining room ap- 
pointmerts, all necessary conveniences 
can be provided for each room as a 
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room used for dining. And all these 
pieces she may find among the very 
excellent reproductions of eighteenth 
century and Galonia designs available 
at reasonable prices to-day. 

med the entrance to the 
living réom/ is as shown by the arrow 
on. the diagram and that one looks 
through to the sunroom. If this be 
correct, then the arrangement indi- 
cated seems to give good balance and 
convenience, considering the openings 
straight through, establishing paths 
which must be kept free for passage. 

In the absence of a fireplace and 
mantel, we have gapitalized the two 
living room windows as a point of 
interest, using between them a low- 
backed sofa of the Lawson type, with 
@ pair of open-arm chairs placed one 
at either side. To the left of one 
chair an- end-table to hold a lamp 
and smoking articles would be con- 
venient. A bridge lamp between the 
sofa and the other chair would give 
lighting at this’ point. The chairs 
could be Sheraton, Hepplewhite or 
chairs of a similar type, the end-tables 
colonial in design, or perhaps little 
Duncan Phyfe pieces. 

A secretary for the long wall to the 
left of the entrance would nicely bal- 
ance the opening between the two 
rooms and the French doors visible 
as we look through to the sun room. 
The space to the left of the desk 
would accommodate an_ over-stuffed 
chair with a table beside it—and Miss

separate unit, the whole blending into 
one harmonious scheme that proves far 
more pleasing to the eyes than does an 
abrupt transition from one type of 
furnituro te the other.

—with minor variations—to a number 
of our readers whose -diagrams show 
connecting rooms of a similar type. 
To complement the pieces of furni- 
ture Miss P. now has it would seem che 
needs a lovely desk or secretary, a five- 
foot sofa, comfortable chairs, a few 
tables, g chest. or commidtie ior “the 


medium in size, rather slender in line, 
with a back not too high for its posi- 
tion so near the entrance. 

If necessary, one of the Windsors 
could. be used for the desk chair, In 
the wall space to the right of the 
centre doorway the gateleg table—one 
leaf opened up, and above it a dainty 
Colonial: hanging shelf with a few 
choice: books and ornaments—would 
be effective. Between the table and 
‘the. staircase wall the space seems to 
need. a-comfortable chair, which might 
be a rathef small and graceful 4 
‘chair if desired. A screen angled in the 
doorway would be decorative and help 
.to ‘break the bare opening between 
the two rooms. 

In the second room—the one to be 
used for dining—Miss P, will probably 
want the liv-dine table before the win- 
dows. It is of a fortunate type for 
this position—a long, rather arrow 
table. At either side there should be 
&@ vomfortabie chair which can gasily, 


as One 


be pushed to one side when dining, and 
she square hassock will do very well 
oefore the chair that faces the Hving 
room. 

On the staircase wall I have indicated 
a shallow Colonial or serpentine chest 
to hold linens and silver, with a mirror 
above it to reflect the light. If not too 
large, the pair of handsome vases would 
be decorative upon the chest, and color 
from the windows opposite. 
Windsor chair can stand at either side. 

If possible, the large upright Vic- 
trola in mahogany should occupy an 
unobtrusive corner in the den. If the 
radio must be in the dining room, it 
could go as indicated, in the space 
to the right of the centre doorway, 
balanced on the left with a piece simi- 
lar in outline—perhaps shallow open 
hookshelves or a small commode or 
serving table which would prove handy 
at mealtime. 

Now as to colors: The walls of both 
rooms are cdleep cream with panels va- 
pered in, rich tan and golden brown. 
We are a little handitapped by not 
having a better descriptian of the 
walls, but 
panels are indefinite gradattons of 
color rather than scenic designs, and 
the recommendations for color and 
fabrics are made with this blended 
background in mind. 

Miss P. speaks of using sand-taupe 
rugs; t6 give the best effect, these 
should come up to the parquet border 
—noct more than 12 or 18 inches from 
the walls. 1 

The dark brown velvet hangings 
would not give the most cheerful, 
homelike effect, although to be sure 
they are very rich looking. A better 
plan would be to use the brown velvet 
on the sofa with a pair of plain 
cushions in gold or dull orange. Then 
have overcurtains of beautiful hand- 
blocked linen at the windows—a pat- 
tern having an ivory ground and per- 
haps a bird and flower motif showing 
rich orange, tangerine and blue-green 
with gold and a lttle reddish purple 
worked out in the flowers. These cur- 
tains could be made full length, 
French-pleated at the top, with no 
valance, and looped back rather low 
over glass curtains of ivory marqulsette.

Seats of the open-arm-chairs in the 
sofa group might be upholstered in 
bluish-green mnioire having a_ faint 
stripe of gold and red-brown.
